Tagged Crabs Are 
Released In Uppei 
Chesapeake Bay 

During the week of September 
1 - 6, inclusive, hundreds of crabs 
of all sizes will be released at 
smith Island, Maryland. Inside 
each of these crabs, in the white 
body meat, will be found a small, 
red oblang tag. Each tag will be 
worth one dollar' to the finder, 
some of the tags will have a 
nlimber printed on them, others 
will have the one word, REA'ARD 
or the two words, "AT ONCE" 
rjrinted on them. These tags may 
^e found in either hard or soft 

Ki-a^s. 

The person finding one of these 
tags will do the scientific research 
of the crabbing indu-stry a great 
favor by cooperating and mailing 
the tag to the Chesapeake Biolo- 
gical Laboptory. Solomons. Md. 
Including with the tag should be 
1 note stating when and where 
-aught, size from spine to spi»e, 
-,ex. whether or not it is a peeler 
^nd anything else which may 
jesm important. 

It is necessary for the people of 
both Vii-ginia and Maryland to 
thoroughly understand the mi- 
irations of the crab in order to 
plan a wise con^rvation pro- 
gram. This tagging experiment 
will furnish useful data for a 
scientists' committee on the blue 
crab The Committee is made up 
of men from Virginia, Maryland 
and tte Federal government. Co- 
operation is needed from the gen- 
eral public to accomplish such a 
program. If you eat crabs this 
vear or next, caretuUy check the 
white body metft foj^your extra 
•eward, and in so' doing you will 
be helping to develop an abund- 
ant supply of our delicious blue 
irabs.

State To Enforce 
Hunting Laws, 
Folders Available 

Efforts are being made by the 
Commission to give the widest 
publicity possicle to the new laws 
regarding hunting trespass, in 
order that a minimum of hunters 
will be uninformed of, its provis- 
ions when the hunting sea.son 
opens. It would be a pity for any- 
one to be punished because of ig- 
norance of the law. 

Inasmuch as the trespass laws 
of Virginia in the past have been 
largely ineffective, the Geriferai 
Assembly, at its last session, a- 
mended existing laws in order 
that they might have teeth in 
them and really give protection 
to landowner who really wish to 
save their game and insure their 
property rights as landowners. 

The new law specifically states 
that a man hunting on posted 
land must have on his person a 
written permission from the land- 
owner. Without such written per- 
mit, it is mandatory tshat game 
wardens and other officers of the 
law make arrests, and when of- 
fenders are brought into court it 
is mandatory upon the courts 
that the offenders be fined, even 
though the property - owner 
should intercede. 

It has been impressed upon all 
the game wardens of the State 
that they are expected to carry 
out the provisions of this law to 
the best of their a':ility. It will 
greatly facilitate the enforcement 
of these laws if the public will 
have a sympathetic attitude to- 
ward them and give assistance in 
their enforcement. 

Both hunters and an^rs are 
urged to obtain copies of the 
hunting law and fishing law di- 
gests. All that is necessary is to 
notify the Commission of a desire 
for them, with proper name and 
addres, and they will be mailed 
promptly. They are printed in 
convenient lor mai'.ing.

• Councilmanic action Raised tlie 
taxes of the Town to make an in. 
crease of $153,000 over the pre- 
vious budget.

On some runs the schedule is 
subject to the whims and fancies 
of the d:ivers. (if it suits him to 
leave 10 minutes ahead of time, 
he does it) or to the faulty mech- 
anism of oroken down equipment

I ability. 

To commuters who rely on a 
schedule and depend on a sche- 
duie maintained, this is an un- 
pardcnablo situation. The loudest 
criticism to rtach ''The News" 
office is of the Virginia Beach 
Cottage line and the equipmeij^ 
on the Oceana Airfield run. IT 
this is the type of equipment rail- 
bus users will get in the event the 
;a Ibus has to go, they had oetter 
put up an extra strong fight to 
hold to what they have. 

UNWARRANTED EXPENSE 

The Town Council has auth- 
oiized the Treasurer to spend 
S3.250 to have 150 Town Codes 
printed. Break that figure down 
and see what each little paper 
'jack book will cost the t2x payers 
of Virginia lEeach. 

In explaining the cost of this 
publication the Town clerk and 
treasurer said it would be neces- 
sary for the Michie Publishing 
Co. (the only company asked to 
submit a cid for the work* and 
to whom the contract has been 
awarded - to send a man to Vir- 
ginia Beach to spend hours and 
days "digging in" the vclumns of 
minutes of council meetings ovef 
the past 17 years in order to find 
all amendments and other :e- 
visicn of the original code. 

One of the duties of the Town 
Attorney in the past has been to 
draw up all amendments and 
keep a file, to which he may refer 
when Questioned on the legality 
of any matters concerning the 
Town and its management, it is 
also the duty of the clerk to the 
council, who is Town treasurer, to 
keep his recp.ds in sue}- shape 
'that at any time the coui. ' my 
secure information on iis past 
actions. 



By admission of the Town 
Clerk this apparently has not 
been done in as much as he stat- 
ed that it would be necessary to 
pay a handsome sum to have such 
necessary information ferretted 
out. * 

When the last Town Code was 
published In 1930, Mr. Willard 
Ashburn was Town Attorney. He 
furnished all the material to the 
printers for the publication, there 
by saving the tax payers many 
hundreds of dollars in the cost of 
publishing the code at that time. 

It does not behove any puclish- 
er to "dig into" files for needed 
mate:lal. It Is the ilob of the po- 
tential customer to furnish all 
necessary data to be printed. 

It would sertainiy appear that 
a large portion of this expend- 
iture could be curtailed and the 
funds diverted to the Town En- 
gineer to fulfill u:gent requests 
from taxpayers for much needed 
improvements in streets, water, 
etc, etc.. If the Town records had 
been kept as they should be. 

Mayor Leeke should be very 
glad that he does not have to af- 
:ix his signature and stamp of 
appioval to this seemingly un- 
warranted expense, to go down as 
a permanent record on, the Town 
books.

Spectators on

Much comment and specula- 
tion has been passed around on 
the events surrounding the fire 
tragedy of last week which re- 
sulted in the loss of life and pro- 
perty to a Beach resident. 



Add to these facta the ab«ady 
overloaded conditions of highway 
buses which are forced to pass 
many a would-be passenger on 
the road because of lack of room, 
the lack of dependable equipment 
• ordered, perhaps, but not dehv- 
ered), inability to enforce segre- 
gation laws and' the impassible 
roads with bridges over yhich a 
limit load may travel. 

No decision has been handed 
do«n by the State Corporation 
Commission yet when pr. Wesley, 
a member present, asked Mr. 
Winder "if it was 
decided that the rail bus 
must go" ,(we quote from the 
minutes of the meeting) "Mi 
Winder emphatically assured him 
they would be removed." 

The sum total of all this adds 
u'p to "Justifiable Indignation' 
on the part of citizens of a com- 
munity whose public agent has 
such apparent disregard for the 
opinion and wishes of those who 
have made possible all past op 
eration.

Gentlemen:

Where the real criti- 
cism lies is with thoughtless driv- 
ers of automo'siles, who in their 
zeal to see what was going on 
caused a bottle neck so great that 
it became almost impossible to 
reach the near-by fire hydrant 
and caused considerable loss of 
time in connecting with a more 
remote outlet.

There Is a very good reuK>n for 
the railroad's trying to foirce the 
traffic to the highway buses. The 
operation of the rail buses Is an 
expensive operation in compari- 
son, and the company makes 
more profit from the operation of 
the highway buses. The Highway 
buses have only one operator and 
he is paid less than the motor- 
man and conductor who are re- 
quired to operate the rail bus. 
Therefore, the cause to a'randcn 
the rail bus is quite apparent. 

The railroad estates .that if it 
is allowed to abandon the rail bus 
;t will run sufficient buses on the 
highway to take care of the In- 
cieasein traffic. 
From experience up to the p.e- 
definitel:?^ent writing,this would not fol- 
low. In the last twetny years of 
riding - and at times I do ride 
the highway buses . I can hardly 
remember one trip on which I 
have ridden a highway bus when 
the bus did not jiave from ten t j 
twenty or more people standing 
in the aisles and the front. It 
would take a lot to make me be- 
lieve that ^ condition that has 
been existitjg for twenty years 
would be changed ty the placing 
of an additional burden on the 
bus facilities. 

The real purpose behind the a- 
bandonment of the rail bus is 
that of getting rid of an expen- 
sive operation, plus the fact that 
the traffic will be placed where 
more profit will be made. 

The thought occurs to me that 
at the iM-esent time the rates on 
the railroad are probably fixed on 
a mileage basis and that pc^sicly 
they could not be raised without 
a general increase over the State 
on a mileage basis. This would of 
course involve other railroads. Ic 
would follow that upon the elimi- 
nation of the railbus from the 
picture no railroad would be in- 
volved and no other bus line 
would be involved, and therefore 
in a short time after the aband- 
onment of the rail bus all patrons 
would be faced with an upward 
revision of the highway bus rates 
and there would ^e no problem 
with the railroads involved at all. 

The picture which this makes 
is that they want to get rid of an 
expensive operation and put an 
additional burden on facilities 
that have never been sufficient. 

I cannot say more than that 
under all the conditions the rail- 
road should not be allowed to a- 
bandon the rail bus service.

The small farmer is Europe's 
nrinripa! hope for mare food, 
Joseph W. Frazer. famed Indust- 
iallst, reported as he stepped off 
the Queon Mary recently. Frazer 
should know. As head of Graham 
-Prflge Motors Corporation, he is 
responsible for the first mass^ 
production of the rototiller, the 
small farita implement that plows, 
discs, harrows, in one operation. 
Frazer w^nt to Europe to see a- 
:out reported new advances in 
the design of the machine, which 
is a Swiss invention. He found a 
bountiful harvest in France, Bel. 
gium and Switze. land, whire good 
weather had com* to the aid of 
the crops. But much of the yield 
must go to feed the farm animals, 
said Frazier. Ehiropean farms 
have not achieved anything near 
the mechanization we consider 
essential. The noted industrialist 
was not as optimistic about eng- 
land. There he found all kinds of 
government edicts getting in the 
way of increased food production. 
But everywhere he found Euro- 
peans willing to part with scarce 
dollars for th« thing they need 
most desperately — farm mach- 
inery.

Thousands of surgeons, at the 
annual meeting of the American 
CoUege of Surgeons just held in 
New York, have witnes^ a dem- 
onstration of what'^^may become 
one of the great pew methods for 
teaching the latest and i:est sur- 
gical techniques In performing 
a''l types of operations. 

For its first large — scale trycut. 
tiie Radio Corporation of Amer- 
ica took its television equipment 
into a hospital operating room 
and television a series of.operi- 
tlons performed over four days. 
The televized images were shown 
on receiving sets In a New York 
hotel, more than a mile from t'r.e 
the operating room. 

As the surgeons of the New 
York Hospital-Cornell Medlral 
Center performed the operations, 
the members of the American 
Colle»e of Surgeons gathered a- 
bout the many television receivers 
in the hotel. Several hundred r.v.r- 
geons skw an operation at each 
sitting, day after day. 

Way back in 1913, founders of 
the American College of Surgeons 
"felt It wold be helpful to any 
doctor. , .to observe at first hand 
the work cf outstanding practi- 
tioners of his art." Collier's mas;^- 
zine says in commenting on this 
use of television in surgeri;.

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In an effort to lestore the 
balance between supply and de- 
mand for bale ties, the steel in- 
dustry during the first hve 
montus of 1947 shipped a total of 
51,375 tons of bale ties. c>os? to 
the entire output for the year 
1939, and 20,00U tons— or 60 per 
cent — higher than in the com- 
parable months of 1946. according 
to the American Iron and Sicei 
Institute. 

Despite tiie mdustry's record 
high peacetime production in the 
early months of the year, how- 
ever, the demand for b«l« tics 
exceeded the supply in some sec- 
tions. The iaduMiy is installing 
new equipmmt for the making 
of bale ties to keep pace with the 
requirements of farmers. The 11.- 
053 net ton output in May was a! 
a rate 35 per cent greater than 
for the same month of 1946. 

The shortage of bale ties be- 
came partictilarly leriotu in 1M6, 
when three major strikes caused 
a 16,000,000 ton production lou in 
steel, many tiraei the annual 
farm need. 

Shipments of bale ties Ja 1946 
were 90,003 net tons, more than 
one-third larger than the average 
during the 1936-40 prewar inter- 
val.
